Ickes Advocates Low-Cost 
Current by Private Enter- 
prise in Address. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—»)— 
Making cheam power “generated by 
private enterprise’ available to con- 
sumers was described tonight by Sec- 
retary Ickes as “one of the 
problems of our statesmanship.’’ 

Addressing 2,000 
many nations at a huge banquet in 
the flag-draped waiting room of the 
Union station, the secretary of inte-

rior characterized cheap power as the 
means to “a higher standard of liv- 
ing and an advancing civilization.” 

Engineers, scientists, 
experts and industrialists of 52 na- 
tiona—many of them decorated with 
the brilliant ribbons and glittering me- 
dalilions of their governments—hearid 
Ickes assert that “a great stride in 
the direction of cheaper power has 
heen made in the United States dur- 
ing the administration of FPresident 
Roosevelt.’ 

Owen D. Young, chairman of the 
board of Genera! Flectric, in another 
speech, urged the power executives to 
“jealously guard’ their inheritance. 
He anid the suecess of the industry 
had tempted unscrupulous men to 
“east a shadow on the glory of the 
great.”’ 


Rubsidized Business. 


Addressing the diners in behalf of 


the power industry, Flord L. Carlisle, | 


chairman of the hoard of Consolidated 
(ompany of New York, declared ‘“‘ex- 
cept in great emergencies and for 
short periods, subsidized business can- 
not endure.’ During the depression, 
he said, “not one cent (of government 
money) was loaned to private utili- 
ties.”’ 

The speeches came at the end of a 
tense day of discussions touching on 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. na 
tional planning and ai proposal for 
regional pooling of government: and 
private power during which delegates 
had been asked to avoid “polities, con 
troversial matters and advertising” in 
their talks. 

An All-American dinner, prepared 
by 42 chefs, was served the delegates, 
many of whom were tasting for their 
first time cantaloupe, Jhiladelphia 
pepper pot, Kennebek salmon, lamb 
Virginia, jee cream and coffee. 

Hailing electric power as a contri- 
bution to civilization, Ickes said one 
of the “major problems of our states 
manehip”’ is “to see to it that cheap 
power generated by private enterprise 
is made available at the cheapest pos 
sible rates consistent with a return 
of a reasonable profit.”’ 

Electricity Will Aid. 

“How can we call the world civi- 
lized,” he asked, “when so many mil- 
lions of our fellow men live in con 
ditions of such wretchedness§ and 
squalor that all of their thoughts and 
efforts must of necessity be devoted 
to eking out a mere physical exist- 
ence?” 

“Electricity will have the opportu 
nity that it ought to have to maxe 
its full contribution toward the de 
velopment of a finer civilization just 
to that degree that its use is made 
available to the largest possible num- 
ber of people.” 

Toasting all power workers as 
“trustees of what you have done,” 
Young said, “you will jealously guard 
your Inheritance against attack, eifher 
from the ignorant, the malevolent or 
even the destructively ambitious.” 

“The very suecess which has been 
achieved in the industry has tempted 
unserupulous men without qualifica- 
tion to hold themselves ont in all 
these fields in order to share the bene- 
fits.” he said. “Such men, unquali- 
fied and disqualified, «mall in number 
though they he in the history of this 
art and industry, have east a shadow 
on the glory of the great. 

Condemn the False. 

“They have existed in every land. 
You will not be disheartened or mis- 
led by them, but you will support with 
greater devotion the real contributors 
while you condemn the false.’

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

CALCULATING WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—President Roosevelt has 
his own private straw vote man, Emil Hurja, who 
assays political certainties mathematically for Chairman Farley. 

When Mr. Hurja goes into a rapid calculation and gets the answer, 
he tells it to Farley and Farley tells it to the President. There the mat- 
ter rests. Nobody says anything aloud except the usual thing, that Mr. 
Roosevelt will carry all states and most of the island possessions which 
do not vote. 

However, one or more of the trio, in possession of the latest, deep- 
est lowdown, must have talked in his sleep. Information comes with 
indisputable reliability that Mr. Hurja figures Mr. Roosevelt’s chances at 
5 per cent better than the Gallup poll, in which Mr. Roosevelt is making 
the strongest showing of any. 

The partisan nature of the calculation may prevent it from being 
widely accepted, but it means that Mr. Roosevelt and his counselors are 
now expecting 60 to 62 per cent of the vote.

In the summer of 1934, 
of one of the great mail order houses 
said to me, “Do you remember me 
telling you, in 1933, that the pur- 
chasing power of the south has drop- 
ped to almost zero? Look at this 
report of our sales in all the south- 
ern states. All of our sales have 
increased but those in the south have 
come back faster than any, and the 
reason is that the south at last has 
secured purchasing power.” 

Finally you and I have come to 
this fourth year of definite upturn to 
appreciate another significant and 
inevitable result: We live under three 
kinds of government—and to al! three 
we, as citizens pay taxes. Our local 
estate taxes, mainly on real estate, 
go to the support of local and state 
functions of government such as 
schools, city and county administra- 
tions, water supply, sewer systema, 
atreet lighting, peace officers anid 
atate institutions. Our federal taxes. 
none of which are ou real estate, come 
in the form of and similar 
excises, and income, inheritance and 
corporation taxes and are spent in 
the running of the federal government 
for national defense, pensions, for- 
ests, parks, highways, publie works 
and relief for the unemploved. 

Four years ago all of us in every 
part of the United States, found that 
without any change in the local or 
state tax schedules, the tax receipts 
had fallen off to an alarming de- 
gree. The result was that counties 
and municipalities and atates were 
failing to balance their budgets or 
else were unable to carry out. the 
ordinary and orderly functions and 
obligations of state and local gov- 
ernment. Schools were being closed 
or curtailed; teachers were unpaid: 
roads lacked repairs; the borrowing 
of money for permanent improve- 
meuts had become impossible. With 
the federal government, despite ad- 
ditional new forms of taxes, reecipts 
of revenue in 1932 had been cut in 
half.

Georga farmers still have time to plant 
soil conserving crops and adopt prac- 
tices that will increase their soi] build- 
ing allowance under the new agricul- 
tural conservation program, officials 
of the agricultural extension service 
said today. 

Performance under the program is 
now being checked on farms through- | 
the state. Acreage on the farin | 
in cotton, tobacco and other soil de- | 
pleting crops is being classed as svil 
depleting. Land in legumes and other 
soil conserving crops is being classed 
as soil conserving. Idle crop land 
and orchard land not interplanted 
with soil depleting crops is being 
classed as neutral land. 

Farmers who have neutral crop land 
can qualify the land as soil conserving 
and get bigger payments by terracing 
if the land needs it, or by sowing 
Austrian winter peas, vetch and other 
locally adapted legumes between now 


and October $1. 


To get full payments for diverting 
land from cotton and other soil de- 
pleting crops, a farmer must have one 
acre of soil conserving crops for each 
five acres of his soil depleting base, | 
and if he diverts more than 20 per | 


cent he must have an acre of soil con- | 


serving crops to match each acre di- | 
verted from depleting crops. 
Officials said farmers are not paid 
on land just because it is in soil con- | 
The soil building pay- | 
ment is paid only for adopting speci- 
fied soil building practices. ‘They can 
he adopted anywhere on the farm. 
(‘ounty agents have details of pay- 
ments which farmers can get for earry- 


ing out those practices,

ALBANY, N. Y., Wednesday.—Witter Bynner sent me an interesting 
_poem of his the other day entitled ‘‘A Justice Remembers Lincoln.” The 
opinion of the justice as here expressed was held by many contempo- 
_raries of Lincoln’s day. Many jokes were made about Lincoln’s uncouth 
| appearance and the stories he told, but all of these had a purpose and 
| his uncouth appearance mattered very little because it housed a great 
| personality. 

I was particularly interested in the assumption that a gentleman may 
only exist by virtue of birth and education and in surroundings of ma- 
terial well-being. 

It is pleasant, of course, and very easy to be gentlemanly if you 
have ancestors, education and sufficient of the world’s goods to live an 
easy and pleasant existence, but that has nothing whatsoever to do with 
being a gentleman. I have met many men and women who spent their 
lives in the most exclusive of ‘society’ circles, who were neither gen- 
tlemen nor ladies. 

And, I have met gentlemen and ladies who were wandering lawyers 
like Lincoln, or day laborers, or farmers’ wives, or factory girls. Often 
I think we forget to distinguish between the inherent qualities of a gen- 
tleman or lady and the surroundings in which they may or may not live. 

it seems to me, however, that Lincoln was not the only one of. our 
presidents who suffered from the scorn of his contemporaries. Wash- 
ington, Jefferson and Jackson, whose names still mean much to us, had 
a goodly number of detractors, too, and the language of that day was, 
if anything, stronger and more picturesque than any we can find at 
present. We may be losing something in force, or do the laws restrain 
us from being quite so violent?
